The first is your comment, "The HSRP recommends that the I00S plan emphasize the
importance of near-shore observations to support safe and efficient marine operations.”
The Plan has been revised to underscore this point. The importance of charting and
mapping has been given additional emphasis in the plan, as have the PORTS and
NWLON systems.

Reference has been added to the Hydrographic Services Improvement Act of 2002.
